1. IC 1134 A/Major DALCHAND SINGH PRATAP, 
5 Goikha Rifles. <25th May 1957). 

On 25th May 1957, ‘A 1 Company, 6/5tb Gorkha Rifles (FF), 
under the comtnand of Acting Major Dalchand Singh Piatap, 
was operating in the Chisbilimi— Chesholimi aica in Naga 
Hills. It encountered about 100 SEMA hostiles armed with 
two Light Machine Guns, Tommy and Stcn Guns and lifllcs. 
They had taken up well-concealed positions in broken ground 
oveilooking the track, and opened fire from 20 yards ranpe. 
Major Pratap received a Light Machine Gun burst on his right 
thigh Despite his wounds he made a chatge and killed the 
hnsftle gunner. At this time the other Light Machine Gun, 
which was 30 sards away opened on MajoT Pratap from the 
left, hitting him in the face and chest and he fell down 
severely wounded In spite of his wounds Major Piatap 
ordered his rear platoon to close in upon the hostiles from a 
flank. The Company inspired by his example of braveiv and 
daring tackled the hostiles with such determination that they 
withdiew into thick jungle. While the Company snffcied 
two casualties, including Major Pratap, it was able to inflict 
about 10 casualties on the hostiles. 

MajoT Piatap’s daring leadership and personal courage was 
an example to his men and in the best traditions of the Army. 

2 No. 4035908 Rfn. JAMAN SINGH GITSAIN, 3id Bn. The 
Garhwal Rifles. (10th May 1957). 

On 9th May 1957, Rfn. Jaman Singh Husain was the lead 
Ing scout of Number 6 platoon of B Company which was given 
the task of clearing a well defended hostile camp on the 
Barail Range in the Naga Hills. The terrain was difficult. 
There was only otic narrow approach to the camp guarded by 
carefully sited automatic weapons of the hostiles Well-knit 
hostile fire made the advance of the Platoon extremely difficult. 
Rifleman Gusain fearlessly advanced on the position firing 
ficmi the hip Before, however, he could close with the hostiles 
he was severely wounded in the shoulder and fell. Despite his 
wounds he c rawled up to the hostile sangar and hurled a 
hand grenade into it killing one hostile and injurin* otbeis. 
Although he was bleeding profusely he captured a rifle and 
enabled his platoon to charge and overran the hostile position. 

Rifleman Jaman Singh Gusain set a fine example of gallantry 
and devotion to duty in the best traditions of the Army 


wounded. The Light Machine Gun of the party fell off the 
vehicle and befotc they could pull up the gun was left nearly 
thirty yards behind ' The hostiles effectively covered this 
gap by their iire. Undaunted, Eiccttictan Jaikatan jumped 
out of the vehicle and trawling actoss the bullet-riddled gap 
scttcecded in retrieving the Light Machine Gun. No. 1 
gunner who was lying wounded managed to set up the gun 
and fire it. When it ran out of ammunition, Electrician 
Jaikaran crawled to the vehicle which was carrying the 
magazine box some forty yards away. While returning with 
the ammunition he was wounded. 

Meanwhile an N C O. about twenly yards away from him 
was mortally wounded. Inspite of his own injmies. Electri- 
cian Jaikaran crawled upto him undei heavy fire and within 
full view of the hostiles and brought the body back to the 
vehicle 

He had one more contribution to make in this incident. 
Ills keen observttion spotted a sniper in a tree who was 
making any movement on the road well-nigh impossible, A 
rifleman of the party soon killed this sniper. 

Throughout the operation Elcctiician Jaikaran displayed 
a \eiy high degree of courage and devotion to duty which 
will be an inspiring example to his cormadcs for a long 
time to come. 

No. 15-Prcs/59.— Flic Picsident is pleased to approve the 
award of the ASHOKA CHAKR \, CLASS III, to the under- 
mentioned personnel for gallantry:

1. Major NAND TALL JAMWAL (IC 3203), 9 Gorkha 

Rifles i22ud December 1956). 

On 22nd December 1956, a convoy of four jeeps with Major 
Nancl Lall Jamwal and an escoit of 17 Other Ranks while 
going Irom Tichipami to Achisagami was ambushed by 
hostile Kaito Serna’s gang near Siroliito. The hostiles num- 
bering about 150 were aimed with rifles and shot guns, two 
Light Machine Guns and grenades The hostiles opened up 
with Light Machine Guns on the front and the ren vehicles, 
simultaneously killing Numbers 1 and 2 of the only Light 
Machine Gun in the convoy and wounding 4 others. 

Major Jamwal ably organised the defence of the convoy 
and moved dauntlessly from one end to the other under 
heavy hostile fire exhorting his men. He kept the hostiles 
engaged for 3 hours until help reached him from Achisagami, 
\t the end of the engagement only foui jawans had been 
Iclt uninjured. 

Major Jamwal’s determination and courage saved the 
convoy fram being completely annihilated. 


3. No. 5831336 Rfn. BHTMBAHADUR KHATTRT. 1/9 
Gorkha Rifles. (26tli November 1956). 

At 0200 hours on the 26th Novembci 1950 the cpiancr guard 
of the 1st Battalion 9th Gotklia Rifles noticed a large file in 
Tfahagam, a village halfway between Ghowkihal and Knpa- 
wpr in the Kashmir Valley, and raised the fire alarm. By 
the time the fiist batch of troops readied the scene aboin 
eight houses wctc blazing fiercely and the fire was spreading 
rapidly through the wooden stiucturcs of the other houses. 

Rifleman Bhim Bahadur Khattii who was one of the first 
halch to arrive saw an old man trying to escape from the 
upper storey of a house. He immediately climbed up through 
the blazing house and falling debris and helped the iiifiim 
old man down Choking fumes and the extreme heat made 
further rescue work extremely hazardous but Rifleman 
Khattri, although aware of the danger to his own life, again 
set out to climb up to the window of the crumbling bouse 
as he had heard cries of others awaiting rescue. 

At tills instant, a twenty-foot blazing log. rolled down ftom 
the roof and struck Rifleman Khattri dashing him to the 
ground. He staggered up and attempted to climb up to 
the window again hut collapsed and fell unconscious 

This selfless heroism was in the best traditions of the 

Army.. 

4. No. 701918R Cfn/Elcc JAIKARAN. E M E. (6th May 

1957). ’ 

On 6Lh May 1957, an ambush party of the battalion, ap 
pioximalely 15 strong was going towards Thizama village in 
the Naga Hiiis At about (1800 lirs., as their vehicle was 
passing through an aica of low hills, about 50 hostiles open- 
ed fire Oil them liom both sides of the road. Almost eveiv 
member of the p.utv including the Bicn gunner, was 


2. Lieut PREM N \RAIN KAGKER (TC7011) 9 Gorkha 

Rifles (lhlh December 1956). 

On 16th December 195b Lieut. Kaikei while in command 
of a tide rompanv at /oneiroto. received information that 
Kailo Serna’s gang of approximately a hundred hostiles 
with nllcs and light automatic weapons was camping in the 
Jungle neai Lochomi He quickly matched out with his 
Gompany at dead of night and surrounded the hostile camp. 
In the cngagciuen! which followed many hostiles were 
killed and three 303 rifles one Japanese rifle, one twelve 
bore shoL gun two 1 ighl Machine Guns spare barrels and 
thousands of i ounds of ammunition including 2 inch mortar 
bombs were capliued. 

Again oti 22nd December 1950 when Lieut, Karkei was In 
command of a rifle company at \rhisagami a 4 jeep convoy 
of 2/9 Gorkha Rifles was arahushed at Strohito by a hostile 
gang of approximately 150 hostiles Immediately on hoaring 
the firing, Lt. Kackcr moved with one platoon of his Com- 
pany and ji lived at the scene of battle within a few hours. 
His arrival considerably reduced the hostiles’ pressure on the 
convoy. Further reiufoiccilienrs ficnn Tichipami also reach- 
ed soon aftei and the hostiles reined leaving the beleagucicd 
convoy with five kdh d and eight wounded.

On both these occasions Lt P 
and leadership of a high oiclei. 

3 No. 10320R1 I l.ivilclai 1R.ILOK SINGH KATHA1T, 
3 Garhwal Rifles (Posthumous) (8th May 1957). 

On 8th May 1957 Havildar Tulok Singh Kathail was com- 
manding No 5 Platoon of B Company, 3 Garhwal Rifles, 
which was oidetcd to clear a hostile camp on the Barail 
Range in the Naga Hills Havilcl.il Kathait’x plaloon was 
leading the advance when it catnc under heavy and .sustained 
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fire rom hostiles’ dug in positions The Lerrain was un- 
suitable lor any furtlici deployment and a delibeiate charge 
was the only manocuvte possible, llavtldar Kathait correctly 
appreciating the situation chaiged the hostile post. On seeing 
the commander charging all alone the entire platoon follow- 
ed him with gteat enthusiasm and vigour. On nearing the 
hostile post Havildar Kathait was shot through the chest 
but immediately threw a hand grenade, dislodging the 
hostiles. Even when lying critically wounded he kept 
exhorting his men to continue the assault. 

Rut for this outstanding display of personal courage and 
leadership by Havildar Trilok Singh Kathait, the situation 
would have been very ihfficult for the whole company and 
it would hate suffered many additional casualties. 

4 No, 4032744 Naik GULAB SINCH NEGI. 3 Garhwal 
Rifles. (9th May 1957). 

On 9th May 1957, as Naik Culab Singh Negi was leading 
Ins Platoon against a camp oi the hostiles on the Rarail 
Range, the hostiles opened up fire with automatic weapons 
from well concealed trenches and semi sangar positions The 
hostile fire was so heavy and determined that the entile 
leading platoon was pinned down, Taking a Light Machine 
Gun fiom a sepoy who liail been Injured by a fall Naik 
Gulab Singli Negi ran upto the hostile post, Inlng the Light 
Machine Gun from his hip. He accounted for all three 
hostiles in the forward bunker. As a lesult of this brave 
action the hostiles who had dug in in the rear withdrew in 
panic leaving behind 2 Light Machine Gun magazines, one 
grenade and one Muzzle Loading Gun, 

Naik Gulab Singli Negi’s courageous and swift action 
saved the platoon fiom a dangerous situation. 

ft. No 4032091 Naik PREM SINGH NEGI 3 Garhwal 
Rifles (15th March 1957), 

On 15th March 1957, Naik Prem Singh Negi was leading a 
section of a platoon which was ordcicd to clear the route to 
Phcgwerai of hostile Interference. The platoon had hardly 
covered a mile In thick forest when it encountered over one 
hundred aimed hostiles The leading scout of the section 
was seriously wounded in the abdomen by the first hurst of 
a Light Machine Gun filed by die hostiles from the close 
range of fifteen yards. Naik Prem Singh Negi, who was 
behind fhr scout immediately drew a grenade and threw 
it on thr hostiles' gun position He simultaneously rushed 
forward to rescue the wounded scout. Eight hostiles armed 
with long dahs and speats fhatged at him. Naik Negt re- 
pulsed them with sten gun fire and succeeded in pulling 
back the scout and his weapon to a safe place. 

Naik Prem Singh Negi's courageous action not only pre- 
vented the wounded scout and his weapon from falling into 
the hands of the hostiles but also gained time for his platoon 
to deploy 

6. No. 5833343 RIn. RETDRA BAHADUR THAPA, 2/9 
Gorkha Rifles (Posthumous) (22nd December, 1956) 

On 22nd December 195G Rifleman Rudra Bahadur Tbapa 
was in the last Jeep in a convoy of 4 jeeps with 17 other 
Ranks which was going from Tichipami to Achisagami. The 
convoy ran into a well organised ambush near Slrohito laid 
bv hostile Kaito Serna with his gang of approximately 150 
who were armed with rifles and shot guns, two Light Machine 
Guns and grenades. The hostiles opened up with Light 
Machine Guns on the front and the rear vehicles, simulta- 
neously killing or wounding with the first hurst most of the 
escort in these two vehicles Rifleman Thapa, curving a 
gienade firing rifle took up position near his vehicle and 
engaged the entrenched hostiles The entile area was com 
pletely dominated by the hostiles The Company Com- 
mander oidered the troops to keep up a steady lire and pre 
vent the hostiles flora reaching the jeeps Rifleman Tbapa 
though wounded in the leg kept the hostiles engaged and 
when he ran nut of grenades, took off the discharger cup 
and used ball ammunition against the hostiles attempting 
to reach Ills jeep He was thrire wounded by the hostiles 
but maintained his offensive undeterred and managed to keep 
them at hav until he himself was killed after two and a half 
hours of tenacious firing. 

The brave and romageous rcsistanre put up by Ihe late 
Rifleman Tlnpa prevented the hostiles fiom advancing on 
the vehicles from the rear and enabled the survivors of the 
other jeeps to fight the battle in the front. 

7 No TC-5305 Temadar BALBIR SINGH MM .3 Bn The 
Para Regiment (Knmaon) (15th Marih 1957) 

On 15th March 1957 the Battalion of Jemadar Balbir 
Singli lelt Deirel B.tlah 'in the Gaza Strip and was deployed 
on the Armistice Dematration line which was a veritable 
minefield The task of Gearing the mines was given to the 
Pioneer Platoon of this battalion, commanded by Tamadar 
Ralhir Singh Without the help of an engineer Jemadar 
Balbir Singh and his men successfully cleared 59(1 mines in 
the Giza Strip alone out of which 175 weie plaslic mines 
On lfith April, 1957 while the NCO was leading two mine- 
clearing parties woiking abteast a mine exploded under 
prodding and blew up two sepoys of the first party. There 


vi as at onic gicat risk of sympathetic detonations, and 
sensing tins, Jcmadai Balbir Singh mshed in and with com- 
plete disregaid for his own life dragged the two sejioys of 
the second paiLy into a trench. Very soon after this Lwo 
anti personnel mines exploded but caused no haim. 

On sevenil occasions in the Sinai operation Jemadar Balbir 
Singli successfully earned out mine-clearing without any 
incident. But for his untiring efforts the personnel of his 
Battalion might have suffered many casualties His conduct 
throughout the period of ins service in the United Nations 
Eineigcncy Eorce was most exemplary and ill the highest 
tiaditions of the Army, 

8 No 4138887 Havildar DEWAN SINGH, 3 Bn. The Para 
Regt. (Rumaon) (Posthumous) (10th April, 1957). 

On 10th April, 1957, Havildar Dewan Singh while serving 
with the United Nations Emergency Force in Sinai and Gaza 
Strip was leading No. 1 mine lifting party with Naik Puran 
Chand and aa minted for 17 plastic antitank mines and 
several anti-personnel mines. Although suffering from fatigue 
lie refused to fall back in the absence of experienced relief 
in plastic mine-lifting. While Naik Puran Chand and his 
patty were prodding the mines, an antipersonnel mine went 
off at a distance of five vards and severely wounded Havildar 
Dewan Singli Tnspite of this his sense of duty spurred him 
to continue to lead his party bv personally going forward 
to assist Naik Puran Chand ncuiialisc the 18th ami tank 
mine of the day The mine however exploded blowing up 
both Havildar Dewan Singh and Naik Puran Chand, 

Havildar Dewan Singli srt a fine example of leadership and 
personal coinage He sacrificed his life in the performance 
of his dutv. throughout the opetations none of his men 
were involved in anv incident and he was personally res- 
ponsible for neutralising several anti tank mines which need- 
ed skilled engineering experience llavild it Dewan 
•Singh’s supiemr sacrifice in the eause of Ins duty has set a 
line example in the best traditions of our Army 

9 No. 4136122 Naik PURAN CHAND 3 Para Regt. 
(Kumaon) (Posthumous) flOth April, 1957) 

On 10th April 1957, while serving with the UN, Tmer 
gency Fmre in Sinai and the Gaza Strip Naik Puran Chand 
who was No 2 of the first mine lifting party had accounted 
for many plastic antitank mines and antipersonnel mines 
with great courage. While he was prodding for mines along 
with Havildar Dewan Singh, an antipersonnel mine went 
oil very near bun and he recrived shrapnel wounds in raanv 
parts of his bodv Tnspite of his wounds, Naik Put an Chand 
continued with his work to prevent sympathetic detonations. 
While so engag’d another mine exploded lesulflng in the 
dealfh of both himself and Havildat Dewan Singh. 

During these dnngrrous operations of mine Gearing he had 
neutralised several anti tank mines that needed skilled engi- 
neering experience Naik Puran Chand bv his supreme 
sacrifice in the cause of bis duty has set a fine example of

On 10th April 1957, the Pioneer Platoon of the third 
Battalion Pain Regiment was engaged in clearing minefields 
on the Gaza Strip while employed in the United Nations 
Emergency Force The Commander oidncd two mine Gear- 
ing panics to clear two gaps simultaneously it a distance of 
20 yards from each oilier Sep Reg Ra) was No 2 of the ‘B’ 
lane clearing party At about 11.30 horns a big explosion 
was heard fiom line ‘A* and the entire aiea was engulfed in 
Goods of dust Regardless of the risk involved Srpov Beg 
Raj rushed towards the place of the incident bv the shorten

siled and sonn the post was surrounded bv the hnstilcs Next 
day the garrison was wiihout unions and was running sho-'C 
of amm uni Lion to add to lliese troubles the onlv source of 
water In that area aim fell into the hands of the hostiles and 
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it was likely that the post would not Imld out for another 
day. Capt Ilarbans Singh was given pcnnission to withdraw 
but refused to do so. His men m spite of their desperate 
summon due to tlmst, hunger and lath of sleep held out 
unlfl 28th Match 1956 when the hostiles gave up tlicir 
attack on the amval ol lcmfoiLLmuits to relieve Sakliai Capt 
Ilarbans Singh in holding on to his post in the face of heavy 
odds showed great courage, dctcimnijtion and complete tbs 
tcgai d of ptrsonal safety. 

2. No 31171 Jemadai INDRA BAHADUR GURUNC, 
3 Bn. The Assam Rifles (12th August 1950) 

On I2th August 1950, Jemadai Indra Bahadur Gurung 
was commanding the point platoon of the column set for 
an aLLack on the hostile position at Sanglao. In order to 
bypass the numeious obstacles and pits laid by the hostiles 
it was decided to go Lhiough the thick undergiowth and 
bamboo jungle and so Lake the hostiles by surprise. Jemadar 
India Bahadur led the foiwaid section which was culling 
the jungle lo make a way for the lest of the column. The 
task was veiy tncsome, more paiticularly as it was raining 
heavily, buL by lus personal example Jemadar Indra Baharur's 
men were spui led on until the mam position at Sanglao was 


tactically sighted, trenches dug and bunkers built, 'Che 
hostiles about two liundercd strong, wne aimed with Sten 
Guns Bren Guns, Rifles and other weapons. Of the two 
platoons ordered Lo attack them, Jemadar Gurung’s platoon 
was on the right and Ids task was to capture the highest 
pimple fiom where Bien guns wcie flung more or less non- 
stop. there were six bunkers on this pimple and each one 
ot them was manned by six hostiles. Jemadar Gurung led 
his platoon with great courage, determination and complete 
disiegaid of his peisonal safety through the thickest obstacle 
belt ever encountered. He repeatedly attacked these stiongly 
defended posts and before it could get dark, the main posi- 
tion was capLuied. During this atLack, his platoon counted 
torn hostiles dead on Lhe spot and the remainder withdrew 
leaving their arms anti ammunition. 

On the 14th of August 1956, the hostiles tried to laid the 
platoon camp. At the time two thirds of the platoon were 
out. But Jemadar Guiung with Lhe few men left behind 
delemletl the camp, and forced the hostiles back. Jemadar 
India Bahadui Guiung in these operations showed great 
devotion to duty, and personal bravery
